On my first imprisonment, the small 
house which | had just erected, was 
plundered, and every thing valuable con- 
fiscated. Mrs. J. however, was allowed 
to occupy the place, which she did until 
my removal to Oung-benlay, whither she 
followed. Stbsequently to that period, 
she was twice brought to the gates of the 
grave ; the last time, with the spotted fe- 
ver, while I was absent at Mab-looan. 
She had been senseless and motionless 
several days, when the providential re 
lease of Dr. Price, atthe very last ex- 
tremily, gave an opportanity for such ap- 
plications as were blest to herrelies. On 
my return, | was surprised to find her in 
the most emaciated, helpless state, not 
having heard a word of her illness. She 
however rapidly recovered, and is now in 
perfect health. Even little Maria, who 
came into the world a few months after 
my imprisonment, to aggravate her par- 
ents’ woes, and who has been, from very 
instinct, it wouldseem, a poor, sad, crying 
thing, begins to brighten up her little face, 
and be somewhat sensible of our happy 
deliverance. 

The treaty of peace was signed yes: 
terday, by the respective plenipotentia- 
ries, according to the terms of which the 
province of Arracan, and the small prov- 
inces of Ya, Tavoy, and Mergui, in the 
south, are ceded to the British. It was 
this consideration chiefly, that induced me 
to embrace the first opportunity of leav- 
ing Ava, where the only object I ever 
had in settling, was to obtain some tolera- 
tion for the Christian religion,—a favour 
which I now hope to enjoy, without leave 
from his golden footed Majesty. 

Sir Archibald has assigned us a large 
gun-boat for our accommodation down the 
river, and we expect to leave this place 
ina very few days,

Rancoon, March 28, 1826. 


My dear Brother, 
Previous to the reception of this, you will 
have heard that we are alive, and out of the 
hands of those who have so long made us trem- 
ble. I can hardly, at times, believe it a real- 
ity, that we have been safely conducted thro’ 
so Many narrow passages, and fiud ourselves 
at last at Rangoon, our old bome. Our con- 
tinued existence is ascribable to God alone, 
who, no doubt in answer to the prayers of our 
beloved friends in America, has watched over 
and preserved us, and mingled mercies with 
all our afflictions. O that our future lives may 
bear some proportion to the great mercies we 
have received. The general outlines of our 
history for two years past, Mr. J. has commu- 
nicated to Dr. Baldwin. Of our sufferings 
and distresses none can form an idea, but 
those who were in confinement withus. You 
will hardly believe when I say, that so occu- 
pied were our minds with present afflictions, 
and seeking means for deliverance, that months 
bave elapsed without thinking of home, or 
those dear friends, on whom our thoughts have 
been so constantly fixed. When we reached 
the English camp, and I tound myself once 
more at liberty, with what delighi did I re- 
trace my late visit in America. How much I 
thought of my Boston friends, and ail their 
kindness previous to my sailing forlodia You 
lost a very long letterin the Edward New- 
ton, twoor three sheets of paper.

My much respected Pastor, 
Sometime ago 1 wrote you a long letter, 
which I hope you will receive, together with 
a Report of our Society, for Native Female 
Education. There was then no pro:pect of a 
termination of the Burmese war; but now I 
have the pleasure of saying, that the sound, 
and the alarm of war is no more heard among 
us. The joyfulintelligence of ** peace, peace, 
with the Burmans,” has saluted our ears, and 
the treaty of peace, with 25 lacks of Rupees, 
has arrived here from his golden footed Ma- 
jesty, to the satisfaction, I believe, of all par 
ties concerned, for all were sufficiently tiréd 
of the long continued war. Seventy five 
lacks of Rupees, yet remain to be sent to the 
English powers, from the king of Burmab. 
Rangoon is given up to the Burmans again, 
but the English retain several other places, to 
them of greater consequence. Dr. Price is 
now in Calcutta, and has given us a very af 
fecting account of their sufferings while pris- 
uners. He left Mr and Mrs. Judson at Ran 
goon, quite well, as also Mr. and Mrs. Hough. 
{ have not yet heard whether it is their inten- 
tion to come round to Bengal, or go immedi- 
ately to another missionary station; but Dr. 
Price seems to think, that for the present Mr 
and Mrs. Hough will remain at Rangoon, and 
that Mr. and Nirs. Judson will remove to some 
place, where they will be surrounded by Bur- 
mans, but uoder the British government. Dr. 
Price himself will soon retura to Ava, as soon 
as he can procure a passage back in the steam 
vessel, which it is supposed will be the latter 
end of this week, or the commencement of the 
following. You will, no doubt, receive all 
the interesting particulars from their pens, as 
also from Messrs. Wade and Boardman, who 
will, 1 expect, soon leave us, to join Mr. and 
Mrs. Judson.

At the close of the Association, Rev. Thom- 
as Barrett of West-Springfield, Mass deliv- 
ered a Missionary Sermon trom the words of 
the Commission of the Lord Jesus, ** Go ye 
into all the world, and preach the Gospel to 
every crenture.” Mark xvi. 15. After which 
a collection was taken up for missions. 

We doubt not it would be gratifying to our 
readers, to see copious extracts from each of 


the sermons, in this paper; but as we were | 


unable to take any notes at the time of deliv- 
ery, we cannot gratify our patrons in this par- 
ticular—and we must content ourselves witb 
remarking on the Association as a whole. 
The sermons, the prayers, the addresses and 
exhortations, and the sacred songs, were all 
so many sources of holy joy, because the spir- 
itual presence of the master of Assemblies, the 
Great Shepherd of Israel, was graciously 
granted. We may truly say, we sat together 
in an heavenly place in Christ Jesus. We 
sat under bis shadow with great delight, and 
his fruit was sweet to our taste; and the good 
news which was announced from our dear 
Missionary brethren, in the far country of 
Burmah, was indeed like cold water to a 
thirsty soul.

It seems hardly possible to conceive the laws of a 
country so barbarously constructed that it would be 
better for a man to be found guilty thaa to be acquit- 
ted. Yet, so it is in this law-riaden country. Gen- 
eral Bathurst, examined beiore the House of Com- 
mons cummittee on county rates, being asked, ‘* Do 
you think the allowances, and expenses have had the 
effect of diminishing prosecutions ‘*” said, ‘* No, for 
they are increased ; and i have inquired into the sub- 
ject, and tormed the following conclusions: That 
the fees of the courts occasi'n a great number of 
additional prisoners in the jails tor misdemeanors and 
assaults, who are at iiberty to be balied; but, in con- 
sequence Of the fees ou recognizance, traverse, and 
acquittal fees, the poorer classes are recommended 
by their solicitors to go to jail, and frequently even 
to plead guilty, to avoid those fees.” ‘He also states 
it to be the practice oi personsto present bills, not 
with a view to prosecute, but to make the party pay 
the fees,asa punishment. These allegations require 
nocomment. We leave them to Mr. Peei and his 
brother legal reformers.

His intention was to attack the latter 
place, but, having been so slow in his movements 
since leaving Camassey, his capital, the English had 
collected a force equal to the enemy’s and superior in 
equipment, so that they did not fear his approach. 
Had he been expeditious in his march, he would have 
overrun all Acra before a force could have been rai- 
sed sufficient to withstand him. The natives between 
Acra and Ashantee hav¢ all fled from before the army 
under the King of Ashantee, which, of course, has 
put a stop to trade ; no gold or ivory coming to the 
sea-board on what is called the Gold Coast.—N. Y.

From Portugal.—Captain Cotton, who arrived at 
Boston on Thursday from Lisbon, whence he sailed

Which, when translated, we take to be, * St. 
Paul preached on this spot, about the year of 
our Lord 48; aad Elim ap Owen woch suffer- 
ed martyrdom, and was buried in the same 
place, for preaching Christ, 1004. This is an 
antique of considerable importance in a bisto- 
rical point of view, determining, as far as such 
evidence can, the hypothesis of our learned 
Diocesian—that St. Paul preached the gospel 
in Britain. “hen this inscription was made, 
does not appear. but admitting that it was in 
the early part of the 17th century, it shows 
the existence of a tradition to that effect, of 
some historical record of which this tablet is 
probably atranscript. From the distinctness 
of the date, we are inclined to think the /at- 
ter; and that our ancestors were desirous of 
transmitting this interesting fact to pos.erity. 
is apparent from thé immense labour which 
must have attended the sculpture of this tab

able. But we forbear painting the dark side 
of the picture, we mourp not as those who 
have no hope; our loss we trust is his gain, for 
blessed are the dead that die in the Lord, from 
henceforth; yea, saith tbe Spirti, they res: 
a their labours, and their works follow 
them.

DENTS. 

The following remarks upon the occasion 0 
the death of the two late Ex-Presidents, hav- 
ing been originally written and delivered in 
tbe form of a sermon, by one of the contribu 
tors tothis Magazine, and seeing no substan- 
tial reason for preferring any other form, we 
insert them as they came into our bands.— 


2 SAMUEL, i. 19. 


How are the mighty fallen ! 
Concluded from page 144. 

2. The events which we have noticed, 
teach us the utter worthlessness of party 
distinction. 

These venerable men were once, as 
we have remarked, the leaders of two op- 
posite political parties. Each held as un- 
controlled a sway over the movements of 
his adherents, and each was as worthy of 
that rank as any men who have ever been 
thus elevated. But now that the excite- 
ment of party has subsided, who considers 
this as adding one iota to their well earn- 
ed reputation? Who records this upoo 
the catalogue of their glories? Of all the 
millions who have mourned their deaths 
and honored their memories, who is there 
that has thought or has cared, which was 
the federalist and which was the republi- 
can? Wesee every where a disposition 
as universal, as it is honourable, to pas* 
over this question in silence, and to con- 
sider these events as accidents, which, 
though they could not be avoided, are not 
now to be remembered. This silence 
teaches us, that at this moment, we con- 
sider their party elevation as forming the 
shade, rather than the light upon the pic- 
ture of their history. We do not so 
readily forget what is illustrious, in the 
raemory of the beloved dead. | 

You cannot then but perceive, that in 
the deliberate opinion of their fellow citi 
zens, party eminence adds nothing to their 
reputation. No, great as they were by 
nature, and distinguished by circumstan 
ces, with no other claim to respect ; the 
excitement of party which upheld them 
having subsided, both would have sunk 
into unhonored graves. And thus must it 
be always. Party distinction must, of 
necessity, be as evanescent as the excite- 
ment from which it arises is ductuating. 
It must always be the sport of circum. 
stances, beyond the foresight, and out of 
the control, of any being but the Omnis- 
cient and Almighty God. The man who 
yesterday rode upon the curling crest of 
ita topmost wave, is to day descending to 
the abyss, and it is well if he be not to- 
morrow cast off, the helpless and pitiable 
victim of misguided ambition. 

3. Weare taught by these events the 
true basis of political reputation. 

The meteor glare which once shone 
upon the names of John Adame and 
Thomas Jefferson, is extinguished ; but 
these names are yet resplendent with glo- 
ry. No one thinks of them as politicians, 
and yet they are remembered, and will 
be remembered forever. They lived for 
their country, and although they were by 
accident the leaders of party, they loved 
not their party, but their country They 
conferred substantial benefits upon man, 
and man will never forgetthem. On this 
adamantine basis rests their hope of earth- 
ly immortality. 

A momentary popularity may confer 
evanescent distinction, or it may conduct 
to elevated office, but it cannot work im- 
possibilities. It cannot make falsehood 
fact, nor turn the truth intoa lie. It can- 
not make the man who has not sought his 
country’s good, his country's benefactor. 
And let us all remember that history will 
inquire, nay, that deliberate judgment of 
our own age will enquire, not what a man 
has said, but what he has done; and the 
meed of praise will be awarded to him 
alone, who has done worthily. 

Here then, we pray you, ye men of 
the world, learn a lesson of wisdom. Ye 

would be numbered among your coun- 
try’s Lenefactors—be then what ye pro- 
fess to be, the benefactors of your coun- 
try. Ye inveigh continually against hy- 
pocrisy in religion, and in this we cordi- 
ally join you. But tell us, can any hy- 
pocricy be more disgusting than that 
which is ringing perpetual changes on the 
sacred names of country, ard principles, 
and freedom, and patriotism, when every 
reflecting man knows that ye believe not 
the one half of what ye utter, and are 
promoting the interests of-a particular 
party, or grasping at the emoluments of 
an ardently desired office. 

And here permit me to remark, that 
unless | have utterly misjudged, a laxity 
of sentiment is liable to prevail to a most 
alarming degree upon this very important 
subject. It seems now almost taken for 
granted, that a man who takes any share 
in political arrangements must, under all 
circumstances, act with his party, let 
them act right or wrong. Forswearing at 
the outset allegiance to conscience and to 
common sense, be must obey his politi- 
cal leader, let him command what he 
will, and applaud or decry a citizen in of.- 
fice or a candidate for office, not on ac- 
count of bis merits or demerits, but be- 
cause he is oris not numbered with the 
adherents to a particular name. And 
what is worse than all, | fear that there 
are not wanting professors of the religion 
of Jesus Christ, to whom these remarks 
do in simple truth apply. 


Now, whether achristian may or may 
not be a politician, 1 have no question 
whatever to raise. It must be left to his 
own conscience and to the providence of 
God, and may be irnocent, or praise-wor- 
thy, or wrong, according to the circum- 
stances of the particular case. But this 
question decided, we beg leave to say, 
that a christian has no right any where or 


Ed.| under any circumstances to be any thing 


else than a christian. He must ask about 
a political as well as any other act, the 
question, Is it right or wrong—and by 
the answer to that question must he be 
guided. It is just as wicked to lie about 
politics as to lie about merchandise. It 
is just as immoral to act without refer 

ence to the law of God at a caucus as any 
whereelse. To prefer our own inter- 
ests or the interests of party to that of 
our country, ia treason against that coun 

try, and sia against God. And it makes 
no matter whether that treason be perpe- 
trated with a ballot or a bayonet, at the 
caucus or in the field. And still more, 
no man can more surely be putting an end 
to his religion, than by frequenting any 
circle which he must enter without his 
religion. That man may yet find himself 
in eternity without his religion, and it 
may not be there quite so easy as it is on 
earth to resume it. ‘* There, is no shof. 
fling.” ** Whosoever denieth me before 
men, him willl deny before my Father 
which is in heaven.” 

4. | remark, in the last place, that the 
lives, which we have contemplated, wili 
furnish to religious men a pleasing illus- 
tration of the nature of faith. 

Faith, we have often told you, is that 
which brings the future to bear upon the 
present, with all the power of a visible 
reality. It isthe substance of things huped 
for, and the evidence of things not seen ; 
it was by political faith, that these illustri- 
ous men, and their no less illustrious as. 
sociates, overcame. I can illustrate this 
inno manner so well, as by an extract 
from a letter written by oneof them on 
the fifth of July, 1776, the day after the 
signature of the declaration of Indepen 
dence. ‘* Yesterday the greatest question 
was decided which was ever debated in 
America, that these United States are 
and ought to be free and independent. 
The 4th of July will be a memorable e 
poch in the history of America. I am 
apt to believe it will be celebrated by 
succeeding generations as the great Amer. 
can festival. {! am well aware of the toil 
and blood and treasure it will cost to main- 
tain this declaration, and support and de 
fend these States; yet through all the 
gloom, I can see the rays of light and glo- 
ry. Ican see that the end is well worth 
all the means, and that posterity will tri. 
umph, although you and I may rue it, 
which I hope we shall not.”” Now it 
was precisely by this noble disdain of the 
present and the visible, and by the ye 
more noble, acting for the invisible and 
the future, that our fathers achieved the 
independence of their country, and sur- 
rounded their names with imperishable 
glory. And on the contrary, the men 
who on that trying hour acted only for 
the present and the visible, lost even the 
too well beloved object of their base 
born idolatry, and have consigned their 
wames to merited and enduring contempt 

We all duly appreciate the victories 
achieved by political faith, We all can 
estimate the glory of anticipating the 
events of a coming half century. Tell 
me then how much more glorious is it to 
anticipate the events of a coming eterni- 
ty? Itisto this that the gospel exhorts 
us. Toomavy of you are at this mo- 
ment under a bondage more galling than 
the yoke of political oppression. The 
visible and tangible world engrosses all 
your cares and occupies all your affections. 
in the mean time eternity is forgotten, and 
ye are living utterly reckless ot your weal 
or wo beyond the grave. The voice of 
God is calling you to break loose from the 
fetters which surround you, to set your 
affections on things above, and not on 
things on the earth The crown of life 
is promised unto him that overcometh.— 
The retribution of ahappy or a lost im 
mortality are set before you, and Jesus 
Christ hath said, Unless a man deny him. 
self and take up his cross and follow me, 
he cannot he my disciple. Such, my 
hearers, is the condition of our being. — 
God bath ordained that the futare can on- 
ly be obtained by a contempt of the pres- 
ent ; nay, more, the present can only be 
enjoyed by living for the future. 

The great question of this short life, 
then is, whether we live hy faith or by 
sight, for this life or the next, for time 
or for eternity The difference of re- 
suit in either case, ie precisely similar to 
that which we have noticed when speak- 
ing of political faith. He who lives for 
the world that now is, loses the approba- 
tion of the heart-searching God, and his 
end is shame and everlasting contempt. 
He who, at the present. denies himeelf un- 
godliness and worldly lusts, and lives so- 
berly, righteously, and godly, enjoys 
while here, the peace which paseeth all 
understanding, and is crowned at the last, 
with glory, honour, and immortality. To 
this choice every one of you is called ; 
and let me tell you, every one of you is, 
of necessity, making it. You~ contem- 
plate with wonder the mighty interests 
which were s on that moment 
which decided thie nation’s independence.

But each one of you is called to a graver 
and more momentous decision. It is not 
whether the sojourners on earth shall for 


whether immortal beings, and those be- 
ings yourselves, shall suffer or enjoy, 
throughout the long, long ages of an infi- 
nite eternity 
I have’ spoken of the glories of patriot 
ism and of the honours bestowed by an 
approving country. But here it is my ¢ca- 
ty to tell you that the record of the pat. 
riot is written opon a world that shall be- 
burned up. The praise of man, breaks 
not the silence of the grave, nor is it 
heard in that region which is beyond it. 
The only freedom celebrated there, is the 
freedom from sin. The song which is 
sung by the multitude which no man can 
number, is unto him that hath loved us, 
and washed us in his own blood, and made 
us kings and priests unto God. Better 
were it then, and therefore, better is it 
now, that the tear of penitence gather 
iu your eye, than that the plaudits of a 
world should burst upon yourear. And 
at the last half hour of my life, were the 
country that I love bending before me in 
grateful admiration of patriotick service, 
much as I might prize her tribute before 
every thing earthly, ! would turn away 
from the overwhelming spectacle, and re- 
nouncing every claim to merit, would 
draw near to the throne of the Holy One 
of Israel with the prevalent plea of the 
self-condemned publican, ‘* God, be mer- 
cifal to mea sinner.”” Let us then by 
faith anticipate that solemn half hour, and 
the judgement day that is beyond it, and 
whilst we labour without ceasing for the 
welfare of the country which is our 
dwelling place for the night, fix our eye 
stedfastly on the morning of the resurrec- 
tion, and look for a city which hath foun- 
dations, whose builder and maker is God. 
Amen.

THE INFALLIBLE ANTIDOTE. 


Eztreme, say the victims, is the wretch- 
edness connected with dyspepsy. Not 
less to be deprecated, it would seem, are 
the discouragement and misery associated 
with scirrhosity of the liver, and with a 
debility of the stomach. Nor is that to 
be considered as a trifle, which may be 
known beforehand to lay, ina vast ma- 
jority of cases, foundation for the incura- 
ble attacks of fever. 

If a watchful attention to experience 
may be trusted, a great proportion of 
these complaints and sufferings ought to 
be ascribed to the use of ardent spirits. 
Let a nation—a State—a town—a family 
abstain entirely from euch use. What 
intelligent observer would expect the 
long continued prevalence of these ca- 
lamities ? 

Maladies, created by strong drink, 
would not, itis probable, cease at once. 
Thousands of constitutions are already 
corrupted and shaken by personal indul- 
gence. By descent from parents, also, 
who drank much of these poisonous flu- 
ids, a taint may be inherited. In this way 
as in others ‘‘ the ioiquities of the fath- 
ers may be visited upon their children” — 
not only in poverty but in disease. 

it does appear, that infection is intro- 
duced by this needless and dangerous 
drinking. Though safety demands the 
immediate adoption of entire abstinence 
from the cause of these complaints, yet 
where the taint is deeply implanted, in. 
stant restoration to health and vigour is 
not to be expected. Utter abstinence is 
the only meuans of ultimate restoration— 
the only means that can be successfully 
employed. This is the full extent of 
what is here asserted. 

The distressing complaints, now con- 
sidered, are not confined to those, who in 
“ag phrase, are called drunkards. 

ou have people, not even denominated 
intemperate, who are in the daily prac- 
tice of swallowing ardent spirits. In in- 
stances not a few, you have seen them fa- 
voured with constitutions naturally firm 
and robust. Some of this description, 
you have, likewise, observed in society. 
holding places above mediocrity. 

A small numbér of those, who betook 
themselves every day, to this perilous 
practice, you have seen arrive, by the 
aid of constant labour and free air, at the 
meridian of life Not far from that peri- 
od, however, their constitutions began to 
give way. The pressure could no longer 
be steadily borne. The stomach—the 
liver—the digestive powers—the essen- 
tial parts of the interior machinery—be- 
came blunted and benumbed. Their op- 
erations were irregular and feeble. The 
foundation decayed, and the edifice shook 
to its fall. A miserable decline fo'\o w 
ed. Unquestionably, strong drink was 
the primary cause. 

It, furthermore, proves nothing, in fa- 
vour of the eleven o’clock dram. and the 
four o’clock dram, that one perhaps, in 
fifty, of those who are in the habit of 
such drinking, descends, with some de- 
gree of comfort, to a good old age. Eve. 
ry instance of this kind, is an exception— 
is an exception to a rule, which as rarely 
fails as any that can be named, touching 
health and life. 

Sach an instance is, this moment, re- 
collected. 1 once resided in the neigh- 
bourhood of a man, who was said to have 
followed, forty years, this twice a day 
practice of drinkiog rum. He was an in- 
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circumstances in less than 30 years. Some

beetles are caught, and held captive, 
readily conceive of its strength. 


dustrious mechanic. His occupation re- 
quired much bodily exertion, and was 
commonly in the openair. He was be- 
ond fourscore when he died. 

Let it be remembered, that many oth 
ers were employed in the same depart- 
wneut. They indulged themselves in the 
same frequency of rum drinking. ‘They 
allto aman, became putri!, and rotted 
down prematurely around him. He us- 
ed, however, to mention, one point of 
difference, between their drinking and 
his. They increased their semi-daily 
quantity He limited every dose with 
precision, tothe same amount, from the 
first to the last. 

The young drunkards were wont to 
amuse themselves by calculations, shew- 
ing the number of hogsheads, which he 
must have swallowed in the course of his 
life. As might be expected, he outlived 
nearly every one of them. 

When age unfitted him to pursue his 
vocation, he retired—indigent enough, as 
may be reasonably supposed. The want 
of wherewithal to pay for rum induced 
him, the residue of his days to abstain 
wholly from ardent spirits. I[t is worthy 
of notice, that abstinence did not appar 
rently affect his health. 

There, doubtless, are other instances 
similar. But at most they are very few. 
They are exceptions. They form no jus- 
tification of the like practice. It is a 
practice always dangerous. Of those 
who dare to make the trial, very small, in 
comparison, i¢ the number, that are not 
hurried away to an early and infamous 
grave.—Connecticut Observer.

SILLIMAN’S JOURNAL OF SCIENCE 
AND ARTS. 


In the June number of this invaluable work, 
the first article is a notice of the volcanic 
character of the island of Hawaii, in a letter 
from Mr. Goodrich, one of the American 
Missionaries, and various abstracts from the 
‘** Journal of a Tour around Hawaii.” 

The second article is a description of the 
eruption of Long Lake, and Mud Lake, in 
Vermont, in 1810, by Rev S. Edwards Dwight, 
who in 1823 viewed the desolations effecied 
by the rush of the waters. Long Lake, be- 
fore it was drained. was a mile and a half in 
length, three-fourths of a mile in width, and 
150 feet deep; Mud Lake, before it was drain- 
ed, was a mile and a half in length, three- 
fourths of a mile in width, and 150 feet deep ; 
Mud Lake a smaller one, was 200 rods dis 
tant, and 200 feet lower, and its outlet was 
the source of Barton river, a tributary of 
Lake Meinphremagog. On the Sth of June, 
1810, about i100 men turned out, wiih spades 
and pick-akas, with a vew to let out a part of 
the waterof Long Lake into Mud Lake, and 
thus furnish a better suppiy of water for the 
mills on Barton River. They dug a smail 
trench, the water entered it and soon wore 
down a deep gulf, and in a few minutess the 
entire mass in the Lake rushed out with in- 
conceivable force and violence, cutting a 
channel through the bank 150 feet deep and 
80 rods wide. The torrent make. its way 
down to Barton, bearing before it, trees, 
earth, rocks, m lls, &c., and sweeping away 
the waters uf Mud Lake to the depth of thirty 
feet. Through the distance of several miles 
it hollowed out a path from twenty to forty 
rods in width, and trom twenty to sixty feet, 
in depth. and continued its course with many 
marks of violence to Lake Memphremagog. 
It ruined extensive tracts of fine meadow 
land by deposits of sand, and converted seve- 
ral sunkeo swamps into good soil. Tens of 
thousands of cords of wood were depusited in 
Barton; oearthe ciurch. a field of 20 acres 
was covered with timber to the height o1 
twenty feet, and in several places the timber 
was piled up to the height of 600r 80 feet. 
The inbabitants had been burning the timber 
for thirteen years, when Mr. Dwight was 
there, yet many acres of meadow remained 
covered withit. Mr. D. examined the bed 
of Long Lake, which he found so dry, that 
he could cauld walk over it without difficulty. 
The bottom was grown over with sedge, weeds 
shrubs and young trees. 

Article third consists of remarks upon the 
shell marl region of Virginia and Maryland, 
and upon the coal formation of Virginia, by 
James Pearce. Mr P. says that beds of 
rich shell marl occur frequently in all the al- 
luvial regions of Virginia and Maryland, and 
he thinks the impoverished plantations of 
those States may be rendered productive b 
the application of this marl as manure. It 
has been advantageously applied in the culti- 
vation of cotton, tobacco, wheat and Indian 
corn. Vast tracts of land in the Southern 
States are now unproductive, and will remain 
so long as the system of slavery prevails. 
Freemen will not labour where there are 
slaves; every thing is left to the discretion of 
overseers, who are too ignorant and indolent 
to make agricultural improvements M. P. 
remarks that if the blacks of Virginia were 
sent off, and a white populution substituted, it 
would add greatly to the strength respectabil- 
ty and productiveness of the State. 

The bituminous coal region of Virginia is 
very extensive, and the coal beds are from 30 
to 50 feet in thickness, and appear inexhausti- 
ble.—From the pits south of James River, a 
million of bushels were conveyed to Rich- 
mond the last year,a distance of 14 miles. 
The whole expense was 9 cents the bushel. 
It is procured by sinking shafts from 50 to 400 
feet. One of the proprietors realized the last 
ear, a profit of $40,000 from his coal pits.
